2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town charges 
for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 
3. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be necessary for 
maintenance of highway and bridges. 
a. Summer Maintenance 
b. Winter Maintenance 
c. Tar roads 
d. General Expense of Highway Department 
4.To raise and appropriate the sum of $731.93 for class V_ road 
construction. 
5. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be necessary for 
Public Welfare. 
a. Town Poor 
b. Old Age Assistance 
6. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be necessary for the 
support of the Town Library. 
7.To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be necessary for 
Patriotic purposes. 
a. Old Home Day 
b. Memorial Day 
8. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be necessary for the 
support and maintenance of the Hy-Mar Fire Department, including forest fires. 
9. To see what sum the Town will vote to raise and appropriate for the care 
of cemeteries. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $44.00 
toward the operating deficit of the Concord Hospital this being based on the 
number of patients admitted from Webster. 

11. To authorize and empower the Board of Selectmen to borrow for the 
Town, by issuance of notes, a sum not exceeding $50,000.00 in anticipation of 
taxes for the year 1970, said notes payable from said taxes within one year of 
issuance, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to determine the rate of 
interest on such notes and to provide for the sale thereof. 
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12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $300.00 
for the maintenance of the playground. 

13.To see if the Town will vote to raise $25.00 to be expended in 
cooperation with the New Hampshire Forestry and Recreation Commission for 
the opening and maintaining of the old roads and old trails for forest fire 
protection. The New Hampshire Forestry and Recreation Commission to provide 
a matching sum. 

14. To see what sum of money the Town wishes to raise and appropriate for 
the rent of the Grange Hall for the year 1970 and Town Meeting 1971. 

15.To see if the Town will vote to establish a Planning Board of five 
members with duties as set forth in Sections 1-15, Chapter 36, N. H. Revised 
Statutes Annotated, 1955, to make a study of the Town’s development and 
report to the Town appropriate recommendations for the promotion and 
maintenance of the Town’s best development. The Board shall consist of one 
Selectman and four other citizens appointed by the Selectmen, as provided in 
Chapter 36, N. H. Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to investigate, 
~ with power to act, participation with or assistance of an appropriate voluntary, 
non-profit association for the purpose of making available to the inhabitants of 
the Town visiting nurse and other related services for home care; and to 
appropriate a sum not to exceed $900.00 to enable the Selectmen to complete 
arrangements for such participation or assistance if they so decide.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1969 fire season was a quiet one in this area. Frequent rains kept the 
danger to a minimum and there were few violations. Your Forest Fire Warden’s 
job would be easier if everyone understood the State laws that govern the 
kindling of outdoor fires. A synopsis of these laws follow: 


Fire Permit 

A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near woodland anytime the 
ground is not covered with snow. This includes household waste burning, even if 
in an incinerator, grass burning, garden trash as well as brush burning. Such 
burning is restricted by regulation to prior to 9:00 a. m. and after 5:00 p. m. 


Exceptions 

Commercial or industrial burning is allowed anytime under normal conditions 
with permission of the District Chief and a permit from the Fire Warden. 

Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property with permission of 
the Fire Warden. On another’s property with written permission of the 
landowner and permission of the Fire Warden. The Warden can forbid such fires 
if in a hazardous area. Permits for cooking fires in the White Mountain National 
Forest can be obtained from the Laconia Office or at the Ranger Stations. 
Permits are not required in public camp or picnic grounds where fireplaces have 
been built for this purpose. 


Penalties 
indling a fire without a permit. Maximym of $200.00 fine; or imprisonment 
for not more than 60 days. 

2. For kindling a fire by any means wilfully or recklessly that shall endanger 
woodlands the maximum fine is $500.00 or one year’s imprisonment. 
ailure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking fire before leaving it the same 
penalties as in (1) above. 
ropping inflammable material in or near woodland maximum fine of $25.00. 


Fire prevention is a personal matter and a good habit. Keep our town free 
from smokes in 1970.

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SYNOPSIS OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
FOREST FIRE LAWS AND REGULATIONS 


Fire Permit 

A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near woodland anytime the 
ground is not covered with snow. This means household waste burning, even if in 
a barrel, grass burning, garden trash as well as brush burning in clearing 
operations. Such burning is restricted by regulation to be prior to 9:00 a. m. and 
after 5:00 p. m. 


Exceptions 

Commercial or industrial burning is allowed during the day with permission 
of the district chief and a permit from the fire warden. 

Household waste burning, with a permit, is allowed on rainy days between 
9:00 a. m. and 5:00 p. m. 

Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property on notification to 
the warden. On another’s property with written permission and notification of 
the warden. The warden can forbid such fires if intended in a hazardous area. 
Permits for cooking fires in the White Mountain National Forest can be obtained 
from the Laconia Office or at the ranger stations. Permits are not required in 
public camp or picnic grounds where fireplaces have been built for this purpose. 


Escaped Fires 

If a fire escapes from your control, whether or not you have a permit, you are 
liable for the costs for control and extinguishment. If you start a fire illegally 
there is the additional chance of a fine. The landowner may also recover his loss 
or damages from the fire. 

It is unlawful to drop or throw burning material in wooded areas. 

Anyone seeing an uncontrolled and unattended forest fire is bound by statute 
to report it. 


Penalties 

1. Kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum of $200.00 fine; or imprisonment 
for not more than 60 days. 

2. For kindling a fire by any means wilfully or recklessly that shall endanger 
woodlands the maximum fine is $500.00 or one year’s imprisonment. 

3. Failure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking fire before leaving it the same 
penalties as in (1) above. 

4. Dropping inflammable material in or near woodland maximum fine of $25.00.

5. For smoking or kindling a fire in woodlands when a ban on the same has been 
proclaimed a maximum fine of $25.00. 
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POLICE REPORT 


This year, along with towns throughout the State, radio equipment was 
purchased tying the towns in with the State Police Municipal Radio System. 
Matching funds were made available to the towns by the State Police under the 
provisions of the Highway Safety Act of 1966. This equipment has proven to be 
a great asset to the department. 

With the increase in dog complains this year the department would appreciate 
all dog owners keeping their dogs on their own land and not permitting them to 
run at large making a nuisance and bothering domestic and wild animals. On 
complaints to this department, found valid, a restraining order will be issued to 
the dog owner. 

All unlicensed dogs found running at large this year will be taken to the SPCA 
and held for a period of ten days at a cost to the dog owner of two dollars per 
day. The dog will be disposed of if it has not been reclaimed in this period of 
time.

Grange Hall — Webster 
March 11, 1969 


Meeting called to order at 9:05 by Moderator Pro-tempore, Randolph Inman, 
invocation given by Rev. C. Elsie Dame. 

Motion made and seconded to authorize this town meeting as a duly 
constituted meeting; so voted. 

Motion made and seconded to dispense with reading the warrant, which was 
voted. 

Town officers elected as follows, with one ballot: Ruth Stebbins, Town 
Clerk; William Phelps, Treasurer; Helen Scribner, Tax Collector; (all for one 
year). Robert Robillard, Selectman for 3 years. 

Nominations of Robert Hoar and Paul Jones, for Road Agent, were made. 
Ballot vote . . total votes cast 99. 

Paul Jones was elected with 62; 37 votes for Robert Hoar. 

Eleanor Richardson and Mabel Anderson were elected Auditors for the 
ensuing year, by one ballot each. 

Cynthia Anderson was elected to serve the unexpired term of the late Mack 
Thornton, as Trustee of Trust Funds and Lloyd H. Stone, Sr. was re-elected as 
Trustee for a three year term, both by one ballot each. 

Miriam Lorden was re-elected Library Trustee for three years, by one ballot. 

Vote passed to have the Selectmen appoint the remaining town officers. 

Article 2. Town Charges. Voted that we pass to Article 20, in regard to 
establishing salaries of Selectmen (annual amount .. . fixed sum of $600, with 
an additional amount of $150 for the Chairman). Passed over Article 20, voice 
vote. 

Paul Mock announced a printing error in omission of $800 for Town Dump 
and Garbage Removal, in the budget. 

Voted ...sum of $12,600 be raised under Article 2., to defray town charges 
for the ensuing year. 

Article 3. Summer Maintenance. Need for maintenance of the dirt roads at 
Pillsbury Lake. When a survey is made in 1970, of unpaved streets at Pillsbury 
Lake, we will then be entitled to more Duncan Fund money. Mr. Joseph Degen 
requested clarification of roads being taken over by the town. Mr. Robillard 
stated that if there are no regulations or planning the town must take over the 
roads. Newport Circle has not been accepted, as it is covered by water in the 
spring-time and there are no houses at present, there. Voted: $4500 for Summer 
Maintenance, $9,000 for Winter Maintenance and $3500 for maintenance of 
present tar roads. $1000 voted for General Expense Highway Dept. $200 voted 
for Street Lighting 

Article 4. Class V money was spent on Davisville section of Webster in 1968; 
section of Deer Meadow Road near Concord line. Paul Mock spoke of the 
excellent manner that funds were handled by our Town Road Agent during the 
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25 years he served and suggested that a standing ovation be given Robert Roby 
later in the meeting. Suggestion made that money be spent on Roby Road and 
the need on Pearson Hill was also mentioned. Voted to leave spending of this 
money to the Selectmen. The State’s approval is needed in this matter. $643.34 
voted to be raised. 

Article 5. $500 (total) voted for Town Poor and Old Age Assistance. 

Article 6. Voted $500 for Town Library. 

Article 7. $375 voted for Memorial Day and Old Home Day. 

Article 8. $1800 voted for Fire Dept. and forest fires. Chief Kenneth F. Hoar 
announced that $100 donation had been made by the Burns family, following 
their fire. 

Article 9. Discussion of Cemetery Trust Funds... interest used to maintain 
lots and for perpetual care. $1500 voted for care of cemeteries. 

Article 10. $80 voted for eradication of White Pine Blister Rust. 

Article 11. $45 voted toward operating deficit of Concord Hospital. 

Article 12. Voted to authorize and empower the Board of Selectmen to 
borrow a sum not exceeding $50,000 (as specified in the warrant under this 
article). Standing vote 117 (unanimous) Yes. 

Article 13 $300 voted for Playground maintenance. 

Article 14. $25 voted for opening old roads and old trails. 

Article 15. Rent of Grange Hall. As $1000 was included for rent of the hall in 
the $1200 raised under Article 2 (Expense Town Hall and other Town Buildings) 
it was voted to pass over Article 15. 

Article 16. Relative to establishing a Planning Board. Voted to have the 
Moderator Pro-tem read the brochure concerning Planning Boards. Then it was 
later voted that by ballot, we pass over Articles 16, 17, 18 and 19. Total votes 
109.72 —Yes 36—No 1 disallowed 

Voted to recess one hour for lunch. The meeting reconvened at 1:00 P. M. 

Article 21. Voted that we do not adopt By-laws regulating trailers (by ballot 
vote) Total votes 102.80 — Yes 22 —No 
Article 22. 

Resolutions read by Jeremy Pendleton, in appreciation to Robert Roby for 
his many years faithful service as Town Road Agent and a standing ovation was 
given. 

Question in regard to increased rates for Public Utilities. The Tax commission 
has not yet come up with an approved rate for Utilities. 

Resolutions read by Marion Davis: that the Selectmen be directed to arrange 
for the election by ballot of all elected town officers and to keep the polls open 
from 9:00 A.M. to noon and from 5:00 P. M. to 8:00 P. M. on the day of the 
annual Town Meeting. Voted accepted as read. Resolutions read by Joseph 
Degen: that the Selectmen be directed to establish rules governing and arrange 
for the filing of candidacies for all elected town officers at least 10 days prior to 
the date of the annual Town meeting, with no filing fee to be charged. Voice 
vote — No Majority. 
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Resolutions read by Minous Cannon: that the Town Report include in it a 
report of the actions of the previous Town Meeting. Voted accepted as read. 
Voted that the Resolutions read by Marion Davis (regarding election by ballot 
of elected town officers, etc.) be put in the warrant as an article for next Town 
Meeting. 
Kenneth R. Hoar suggested that appreciation be expressed to Randolph 
Inman for serving as Moderator today. (applause) 
Voted to adjourn the meeting.

1. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following by-laws (by petition): 


By-Laws Relative to Minimum Residential Lot Size 


The Town of Webster, in town meeting assembled, hereby enacts the 
following by-laws: 

I. The minimum lot size for any lot on which any building shall hereafter be 
erected, installed or located in the Town of Webster for use as a residence or 
dwelling is 30,000 square feet; provided however that, in the case of lots 
abutting on the Blackwater River or on any natural or artificial lake or pond 
having an area of ten or more acres, such minimum lot size shall be 20,000 
square feet; subject also to the following: 

(a) Such lot shall have not less than 150 feet frontage on a public highway 
or private way which serves it; 

(b) Provided however that paragraph (a) shall not apply to a waterfront 
lot, as above described, but every such waterfront lot shall have not less than 
100 feet frontage on the water; 

(c) No conforming lot now in use or hereafter established for residential 
use shall thereafter be so reduced in size as to make it non-conforming 
hereunder. 

(d) This by-law shall not apply to non-conforming lots with residences or 
dwellings already situated on them, nor to vacant non-conforming lots conveyed 
by deeds recorded, on or before the effective date of this by-law. 

II. Any owner of premises which is used in violation of any provision of this 
by-law or any owner of or other person responsible for the erection, installation 
or location of any building which violates any provision of this by-law shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding Ten Dollars for each offense, each day such 
violation continues being considered a separate offense, and such fine to be for 
the use of the Town. In addition to the foregoing penalty, the Selectmen may 
seek appropriate equitable relief against violations in any court of competent 
jurisdiction. 
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III. This by-law shall take effect upon its passage. 
2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following by-laws (by petition): 
By-Laws Relative to Minimum Mobile Home Lot Size 


The Town of Webster, in town meeting assembled, hereby enacts the 
following by-laws: 

I. The minimum lot size for any lot on which any mobile home shall hereafter 
be installed or located in the Town of Webster for use as a residence or dwelling 
is 30,000 square feet; provided however that, in the case of lots abutting on the 
Blackwater River or on any natural or artificial lake or pond having an area of 
ten or more acres, such minimum lot size shall be 20,000 square feet; subject 
also to the following: 

(a) Such lot shall have not less than 150 feet frontage on a public highway 
or private way which serves it; 

(b) Provided however that paragraph (a) shall not apply to a waterfront 
lot, as above described, but every such waterfront lot shall have not less than 
100 feet frontage on the water; 

(c) No conforming lot now in use or hereafter established for residential 
use by a mobile home shall thereafter be so reduced in size as to make it 
non-conforming hereunder. 

(d) This by-law shall not apply to non-conforming lots with a mobile 
home used for a residence or dwelling already situated on them, nor to vacant 
non-conforming lots conveyed by deeds recorded, on or before the effective date 
of this by-law. 

II. Any owner of premises which is used in violation of any provision of this 
by-law or any owner or other person responsible for the installation or location 
of any mobile home which violates any provision of this by-law shall be liable to 
a fine not exceeding Ten Dollars for each offense, each day such violation 
continues being considered a separate offense, and such fine to be for the use of 
the Town. In addition to the foregoing penalty, the Selectmen may seek 
appropriate equitable relief against violations in any court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

III. This by-law shall take effect upon its passage. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the non-partisan ballot system for 
the election of town officers as authorized by RSA 59:73.
